| The communication between BOSTON, NEW-YORK, PHILADELPHIA, &c., and BALTIMORE, is understood to \ 
u be daily and direct. From BALTIMORE to WHEELING, Goods are carried by the Baltimore & Wheeling Trans- j 
I portation Co., in about Ten days, IN TWO DAILY LINES OF WAGONS, IN CONNECTION WITH THE BAL- * 
A TIMORE & OHIO RAIL-ROAD, and by numerous other Wagons in 14 a 16 days. It is confidently expected that early / 
f in the ensuing, if net in the present season, Goods by this route will be delivered at Wheeling in SIX days from Baltimore! \ 
4 The expense of Freight &c. (exclusive of Insurance) from New-York and Philadelphia to Baltimore, is 121 a 20 cts. per. r

9 ges to our correspondents in any part of the Western country, or if the owner residing East prefer it, we can value for the § 
amount on him or his agent in Baltimore, without loss of Exchange. In general, packages should be strongly strapped or j 
5 coopered, and legibly marked with the owner’s and Consignee’s names, as well as numbers and weight. During some 8 or R 
k 10 months in the year, goods can be forwarded from Wheeling per Steam Boats, and in the lowest stages of water per Keel A 
y and Flat Boats, without any delay. Although the voyage in very low water requires longer time, the rales of Insurance n 
are but little, if at all advanced. The general rates on good Boats range from i a 4 per centum on goods, for ports on the 
j Ohio, and Jail to St. Louis, Nashville Florence &c. The experience of many of the largest dealers in the Western v 
t country bear out the assertion, that the route via Baltimore and Wheeling, is, the year round, for the transportation of gen- 4 
$ oral Merchandize from the Atlantic to the West, the safest, the most speedy, and consequently in the end the cheapest to a

t For the information of Shippers residing at the North, it may he proper to add, that between Wheeling and the interior £ 
J of the State of Ohio, there is by wagons, on the great National Road, a daily communication. Goods shipped at Wheeling 
| arc exempt from the risque of 100 miles of navigation, to which shipments from Pittsburgh are necessarily subjected. B 

* Produce from the West can be forwarded on the same principles and at a rate of carriage averaging generally about one v 
| half of the rale on goods from Baltimore. From Baltimore, Shipments of Produce can be made to any Eastern or Northern £ 
port at small expense. a
